Deep Sea Fishing - Kona Hawaii Fishing 

The geography of the Big Island makes Kona the Sport Fishing Capital of the Pacific. 
Five huge mountain masses protect the Kona coast from winds, resulting in sea 
conditions that are usually as calm as a lake. The steep slope of the ocean bottom puts 
the deep sea sport fishing within a short distance from the shoreline. Just three miles 
straight out of the harbor, it's over 6,000 feet deep. Six species of billfish roam the 
Kona coast along with six species of tuna, dorado, wahoo, several species of shark, and 
a wide variety of big-game bottom fish.
